TREVELYAN SPOKE. 

Notable Acquisition to the De- 
partment of English. 

According to advices received at Mc- 
Gill from London Professor Basil Wil- 
liams, the new Head of the History De- 
partment, as the guest of honour at *a 
banquet given by a large and represen- 
tative number of men of note in bistort 
cal and literary England, before the de 
parture for Montreal. 

One of the greatest of living English 
historians, C. M. Trevelyan, whose 
work, which has been crowned by the 
bestoval of the Order of Merit, bids fair 
tc continue unimpaired the historical tra- 
ditions of the family of his grand-uncle. 
Thomas Babbington Macaulay, delivered 
an address in which the shades of the 
elder Pitt and.of Cecil Rhodes bade god 
speed to their biographer on his ap- 
proaching journey across the seas to 
take up his work at McGill. 

The world of higher journalism was 
represented by such men Js Fabian 
Ware, the editor of the Morning Post, 
and Sir Valentine Chirol of the Times. 

Professor Basil William's historical 
achievement is based upon his two very 
well-known biographies oi Chatham, the 
man who won Canada for the Empire, 
;md of Cecil Rhodes, the leading iigure 
in the movement for British expansion 
on the African continent. For the larger 
work on Rhodes he. was especially suited 
as. following on his military service in 
the South African War, he spent several 
years in the country where the master- 
imperialist achieved such fame. 

A story dealing with the unacademic 
of his career had it that when Professor 
Williams was in South Africa he acted 
as chief guide to a society of "Sunday 
Tramps", an organization to which Lord 
Haldane and Lord Brycc both belonged 
in days gone by. 

The chequered nature oi Professor 
Basil William's career is a new depar 
ture from the usual quiet life of the his 
torical scholar, in every instance it 
appears to have been of inestimable value 
to him in his work later on. The heart, 
send-off accorded him by his English 
friends and collègues on the other side 
of the water would seem to speak well 
for the future of a department already 
popular to the student-body of the Fa- 
culty of Arts.

THE PLEASURES 

OF MOTORING 

Poets have written of the joys of mo- 
toring, but only with the same general 
interest with which they have dilated on 
the appalling modernncss of subway cars 
and skyscrapers. Sinclair Lewis has 
brought forth again the automobile no- 
vel, but a's a general rule, motoring, 
whether for pleasure or no, is done ac- 
cording to that almost classic axiom of 
M. Midshipman Easy, "Business before 
pleasure." 

One pursues route A, which has red 
markers, or route B, which has blue, and 
they .probably both offer to the eye of 
the speeding beholder, an endless vista of 
tea-houses, pseudo-country inns, and 
purveyors of fresh eggs and vegetables. 
Hither also, come other restless citizens, 
and soon the highway is merely a roaring 
ribbon of motor cars. True, there its ex- 
cellent scenery along some .famous high- 
ways; there is better along the lesser 
known roads that arc as yet quite com- 
mercially undeveloped. 

There arc many sta:c* and conscien- 
tious citizens to whom "the known trails 
are the good trails. They have excel- 
lent precedent in Francis Parkman, who 
characterized the great westward move 
ment of nineteenth century America as 
a strange migration," and went on to 
say that its motive "was a forlorn hope 
of a better condition of life', Yet Park 
man was wrong, and the pioneers were 
right. 

To motor for business, one adheres to 
the straight roads and smooth. For plea 
sure, the majority of citizen's do likewise. 
Yet they miss much. For example, there 
is, do you object to an endless vista of 
cars 'before you, and an even more end- 
ess vista behind, a sort of "inside pas 
sage" down the south shore of Massa- 
chusetts that will take ou from Hingham 
to Mars field with promptness and dis 
patch. 

The road is good. Pleasant field: 
•stretch on cither side. Sleepy villages 
com up here and there, green-treed and 
leafy-lnncd infinitely more picturesque 
than anything the shore roads have to 
ffer. Next come woods with arching 
tree branches that make the road a mir- 
ror of dappled light and shadow; steep 
ravines where violets flaunt, undisturbed 
and unnoticed, coverts from out which 
rabbit may pop. thickets where the 
quail nest, comfortably rickety old 
wooden bridges and shadowy streams, 
roadside springs that bubble merrily on 
hot days. Here you may sec a farmer 
plowing silhouetted against the clear sky, 
and here a small boy in ragged trousers 
uid .shirt will be bringing home the cows, 
through the pleasant dusk of evening. 

But it is not only in Massachusetts 
that the dim trails arc the most inter- 
esting. In Tennessee, an unheralded and 
unnamed road winds back and forth be 
fore that wall of purple that is the Blue 
Nidge, and here you may experience all 
the thrills of Dan'l Boone and his fellow 
adventurers. "Ovah yondah," as south- 
ern residence will teach you to say, the 
far-fhmg peaks of the Geat Smokies' will 
shoulder the sapphire sky, mountaineers 
on sleepy ponies will be your road com- 
panions, going to mill wtih a "poke" of 
meal, or returning from town with 
store goods." Beside you morning 
with glories will riot over stoiic wall and 
stubble, and the only motor car you may 
see will be the rattletrap roadster be- 
longing to the financial genius of the vil- 
:'.ge a thousand feet hclow. 

Even in Illinois, where red gumbo mud 
riots, if you do but forswear guide- 
books and road maps, you will find quiet

1921 Edition to Contain 
Noted War-gongs. 

It Way not be known to everyone that 
the Students' Council has undertaken the 
publication of an up-to-date edition of 
McGill songs. A special Committee has 
been working' on the proposition all 
through the summer, and as a result of 
their efforts the new McGill Song- 
Book will he placed on sale on the tenth 
of this month. 

There are in all about a hundred 
songs. The great majority of these are 
directly connected with the undergra- 
duate life of this University, the re- 
mainder consisting of a judicious selec- 
tion of those songs which would demand 
inclusion in any college song-hook. In 
addition place, has been found for many 
of the war-songs and trench-ditties sung 
by the McGill. man overseas, and to com- 
ply with a request made at the last 
meeting of the Student's Society "Made- 
moiselle of Armentieres" and some of 
her fellows have been included therein. 

The songs will cover about a two 
hundred pages of good serviceable paper, 
and the book is bound in hard boards 
with a design in red and white on the 
cover. Notwithstanding the present-day 
high cost of publishing the book will be 
placed on sale at the cost price of $1.50 
per copy.

Sometimes, in the day's news, there 
is a certain clement of "human in- 
terest" even in things inanimate. 
Two items in to-day's news could he 
treated by the various editorial de- 
partments according to their own 
peculiar styles with headings to range 
from the pathetic to the ridiculous; 
from "Empress on Her Last Legs" to 
what appears at first glance to be a 
world-wide political situation: "Prinz 
Frcderich Wilhelm becomes the Em- 
press of India !" 

Soon after the start of the Great 
War the Maharajah of Gwalior pur- 
chased from the Canadian Pacific the 
•'Empress of India" which was pre- 
sented to the British government and 
renamed the "Loyalty." It was out 
fitted as one of the most perfect!; 
equipped hospital ships in service, and 
sailed from the Persian Gulf on No- 
vcmber 29th, 1914. She performed 
notable and heroic service for fou 
years with a record of voyages on 
which over 15.000 patients of all na- 
tionalities were safely transported 
She was then turned over to an In- 
dian company to be operated but ow 
ing to various difficulties and delays 
she has been laid up in the harbor at 
Bombay. Now. still idle at that 
port, she faces a rather uncertain fu- 
ture, and it is reported that this one 
time Empress of the Pacific, sister 
ship to the Empress of Japan, may 
never again he used for passenger ser- 
vice, and that the necessary govern 
ment certificate to carry passengers 
cannot he secured. 

But Che name long-famous on the 
Pacific will not pass from marine his- 
tory as announcement is made that 
the Canadian Pacific has bestowed 
flic name of the 'Empress of India" 
upon the former German liner, the 
Prinz Frcderich Wilhelm. It was orig 
inally planned to name this ship the 
"Empress of China," but this "name 
has now been given to the C. P. R. 
latest acquisition, the ex-German 
"Tirpilz." This .new "Empress of 
India" has been chartered from the 
C. P. R. by the Cunard Company for 
several trips on its Atlantic service 
to replace the "Mauritania" while the 
latter is being repaired, following a 
recent fire.

The Student Christian Movement 
Conference held at Elgin House. Mus 
koka. Sept. 19th to 26lh, has proved 
itself the most successful of any yet 
undertaken by the movement. This 
year a joint conference of both men 
and women was tried for the first 
time. The total number of dele- 
gates was well over two hundred, in- 
cluding representatives from both 
eastern and western Canada, as well 
as from the United States. 

The day's programme began with a 
half-hour's intercession in the chapel. 

his was followed by Bible study 
groups. These groups were ably led 
;>y Dr. Gifford, Dr. Sharman, Prof. 
Todd, Prof. Hooke, Miss Helen Ni- 
chol. Mr. Ketchum and others. 

But perhaps that which interested 
the Conférence most was the discus- 
sion of problems facing Canada in 
Industry, Education and Missions. 
In the group on indusrtial and social 
problems, Mr. Tracey, of the British 
Labor Party, Mr. Staples, of the U. 
F. O., Mr. Alderson, of the Canadian 
Manufacturers' Association, and Dr. 
Thomas, of the Methodist Social Ser- 
vice Department, gave their views on 
these absorbing and vital questions. 
Dr. Sandiford, of the Ontario Col- 
lege of Education, presented three 
most illuminating addresses on the 
purpose and problems of our educa- 
tional system. Dr. Ilayward, of the 
Religious Education Council of Can- 
ada, completed the programme of the 
educational group. He dealt princi- 
pally on the education of boys and 
girls, and on religious education in 
the churches under C. G. I. T., and 
C.S.E.T. programmes. 

Most interesting problems were 
discussed in the missionary group. 
Miss Dorothy Kilpatrick; of India, 
and Mr. Murray Brookes, of the Mc- 
Gill Mission in Ceylon, both pre- 
sented very inspiring addresses. 

The evening mce'tings had as their 
themes Faith, Love. Prayer and Will. 
The meetings were addressed by Miss 
Cartwright, of St. Hilda's; Miss Kil- 
patrick. Dean Bosworth. of Oberlin, 
Dr. Ritchie, of Monrtcal, Dr. Shar- 
man, and Prof. Hooke. It is impos- 
sible to over-estimate the intense 
value of these addresses to students, 
presenting, as they do, many new 
aspects of life. 

One hour each day was set apart 
for a discussion of S. Ç. M. prob- 
lems. The interchange of ideas be- 
tween the various colleges proved 
most beneficial. 

But one must not conclude tha 
Conference is just a series of meet 
ings and discussions. Much credit is 
due to the Athletic Committee, who 
so efficiently provided (for the physi 
cal side of Conference. Tennis and 
indoor baseball tournaments were 
played botween the colleges. One af 
tcrnoon was devoted to aquatic 
sports, and another to "Stunts." 

In short, Conference was a com 
muunity where good fellowship pre 
vailed in the search for the fullest 
and best life. One hopes that each 
year more and more students will env 
brace the exceptional opportunities 
offered by Conference.

Queen's are to have a modern foot- 
ball stadium at last. This structure, 
work on which is even now being 
rushed to completion, is to be opened 
next Saturday, when the first game 
of the C.l.R.F.U. is scheduled to be 
played. This is the game between 
Queen's and Varsity. It possesses 
every modern appurtenance of a sta- 
dium, and the men of Queen's as also 
the citizens of the Limestone City, 
may well be proud of it. Its erection 
is almost entirely due to the liberality 
of the brother of the late Capt. George 
Richardson, a prominent citizen of 
Kingston, and in whose memory the 
stadium is being erected. 

No detail of this fine arena has been 
neglected. The field itself, the seating 
accommodation, the dressing rooms, 
etc.. have all been planned with the 
utmost care and forethought, and the 
whole general layout will present 
ample cause for admiration. Proi. 
Lindsay Malcolm, oi Queen's, is the 
man to whom all credit must go for 
the construction of the bowl: he not 
only designed the structure, but has 
been personally superintending the 
erection of it. The outstanding fea- 
tures of the structure present many- 
points of interest and it may not be 
amiss to describe them. 

The provisions for the spectators 
have no room ior criticism. The 
grand-stand, constructed entirely of 
concrete, will provide seating capacity 
ior 2.000 fans. It is built somewhat 
on the pattern of the Varsity Sta- 
dium at Toronto, and will bavo a 
large roof, providing ample covering 
for spectators. It has a steel frame- 
work, and the covering itself will be 
oi wood and iron. The girders are 
so placed so as to in no way impede 
the view of the watchers at a game. 
Acros? from the grand-stand have 
been built commodious bleachers, 
seating 1.500 people. <hus making the 
entire capacity of the stadium 3.500. 
These bleachers have an entrance ât 
each end. and these are quite distinct 
from those to the stand, which open 
onto another street altogether. One 
commendable feature is that the field 
has been so built as to do away with 
standing on the side lines, a continual 
source of annoyance to all right- 
minded ians. 

The facilities afforded tht teami, 
home and visiting, are almost unlim- 
ited. There are separate quarters for 
the visiting team, and additional ones , 
for the track teams. The dressing 
rooms re largt and bright, and well 
ventilated. There are showers, dry- 
ers, a large sweating room, and other 
conveniences. From the dressing 
rooms arc large and bright, and well 
the gridiron itself. The heating will 
leave no cause for complaint, for 
there is a large furnace room in the 
grand-stand with all the laiest appli- 
ances. 

The field itself, although it will 
take two or nhree years to look rtally 
proper, is yet in first-class condition, 
and it will not take long lo harden 
up. It presents a fine view from the 
grandstand, from which every part 
oi the grid can be seen plainly. The 
track is also in excellent shape, and 
should provide an estimable site for 
the track meet, -which will be held 
:rj Kingston this year. It is a cinder 
track of regulation quarter-rnjlt 
length, and ten feet in width. 

In ordtr to forever perpetuate the 
name of Capt. Richardson, two tur- 
rets bave been trectj-d at each rear 
corner of the grand -stand, and on 
each of these will be placed a me- 
morial tablet. One of these was pre- 
sented by the Athletic BoaTd of 
Queen's, and the other by friend* of 
Capt. Richardson. 



This year promises to be a good one 
for Water Polo. Most of the members 
of last years' Senior Championship team 
arc back again for another session, with 
the exception of Curly Walters, who 
graduated last year. E. Vcrnot will be 
in charge, again, and his ability to prod- 
uce a winning team has been well shown. 

With a big registration in the first 
car, some good material should be 
wearthed, and there is plenty of oppor- 
tunity for new men to show what they 
can do. There is to be a preliminary 1 
meeting of the Swimming and 1'oio Club 
to-night in the Union and as many new 
men as possible are wanted to turn out. 

The practices arc held in the Central 
Y. M. C. A., tank which is regulation 
length for Intercollegiate Water Polo. 

The first game of the season is not far 
off. It will be played on October 19th, 
Mc Gill, vs La Salle.

Of this number only 10 are let- 
ter men, and only two of these have 
had more than one year's experience 
in Missouri Valley Conference com- 
petition. Capt. R. 1'. Jones, '22, 
guard, is a veteran of two seasons' 
service, and H. L. Reedy, '22, 
guard, who has not played on the 
varsity since 1916, is a veteran lines- 
man and weighs 215 pounds. Other 
letter men who played some last 
year and are expected to develop into 
valuable material this year are: E. J. 
Allison, '23, halfback, a uood line 
plunger, who is hard to stop; C. A. 
McAdams, '23, halfback and fullback, 
a good punter; A. J. McDonald, '23, 
end. who played in almost all the 
games last year; H. A. Ivy, '23, end, 
who played with the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station when they 
won the service championship of the 
United States; S. E. Higgins, '23, 
tackle; E. A. Sandefur* '22, tackle; S. 
G. Saunders, '22, centre; George 
Hale, '23, centre. 

In addition to these letter men sev- 
eral of last year's freshman squad are 
to be depended upon, including Dee 
Mifflin, '24. fullback, and a good kick- 
er; M. F. Griffin, '24. halfback; J. C. 
Lonborg, '24, halfback; Max Kreuger, 
'24, quarterback; and C. A. Black. 
'24, end. 

The 1921 Kansas football team is 
under the leadership of a new coach, 
George Clark, popular assistant coach 
of the 1916 Kansas squad and star 
halfback on the University of Illinois 
team for two years. Clark graduated 
from the Illinois institution in 1916, 
after making a name for himself in 
"Big-Ten" circles playing halfback. 
He enlisted at the outbreak of the war 
and played football on the noted 
89th division team, champions of the 
American Expeditionary force. 

In 1919 he went back to Illinois to 
act as assistant coach under R. C. 
Ziippkc. Later in the academic year 
he was asst. coach of basketball, and 
head coach of baseball. From Illi- 
nois Clark went to the Michigan Ag- 
ricultural College, where he was head 
football coach. The new coach re- 
fuses to make any predictions about 
the prospects for Kansas for the com- 
ing season. K. A. Schladcman. fresh- 
man coach last year, and head track 
coach, will assist Clark, who has 
charge of the fine.

LECTURES ON 
SOCIAL DISEASES 

• 

At the McGiH Union Next 
Friday Night at 5 P.M. 



Considerable interest has been aroused 
by the statement that a moving picture 
demonstration and lecture on Social Di- 
seases is to take place at the McGill 
Union on Friday next October 7th at 
5 p.m. 

Recent investigations have brought to 
light the fact that the prevalence of 
venereal disease is even more alarming 
than was generally understood. The 
danger having been realized, public au- 
thorities, animated ,by the praiseworthy 
desire to protect the population, have 
energetically set themselves to work and 
have organized campaigns against the 
scourge. 

A Congress of Hygieni'sts from all 
over the country was convened at Ot- 
tawa under the auspices of the Federal 
Government and there was revealed the 
ravages exercised hy these diseases 
amongst our population and the urgent 
necessity of warring against them was 
emphasized. By unanimous agreement the 
members passed a resolution that imme- 
diate action be taken to check the en- 
croaching evil. 

The Government immediately offered 
a subsidy to the Provinces in order that 
they might institute .without delay, anti- 
'encrcal campaigns. In Quebec, the Su- 
perior Board of Health as charged with 
the responsibility of carrying on v this 
campaign. 

Laboratories, containing the most up- 
to-date bacteriological and serological 
apparatus have been established from 
which diagnoses and special reports can 
be secured at a minimum cost. Dispensa- 
ries where the needy can be gratuitously 
treated have also been established in 
many centers. 

Dr John A. Hutchison and Dr H. A. 
Desloges of the Provincial Board of 
Health, with Drs. F. S. Patch and H. if. 
Little of the University Staff, will be 
the speakers, while Sir Arthur Currie 
lvas kindly consented to occupy the 
Chair.
